One is never to scratch or rub 
the spots. Two, wash thoroughly 
with lots of good soap and run- 
ning water or change the water 
frequently. Use as hot water as 
you can take. Be sure that you 
wash the poison off the body and 
not just spread it around. Three, 
apply a cooling application of 
some sort like cooking soda or 
Epsom salts. And don’t keep the 
spots covered or bandaged over 
right. 

Poisoning ins de — of course, 
the best thing is to call a physi- 
cian in your own case and a horse 
doctor in the case of livestock. 
While the physician is burning up 
the road between his house and 
yours of course the best thing to 
do s to get the person to vomit.
